From Texas to Mississippi 
T 


fH E 
armadillo, native of the 
New World, is a small, primi­ 
tive mammal, unchanged d u r ­ 
ing millions of years. 
In the last IOO years, the nine- 
banded armadillo, entering the U. S. 
across the Rio Grande, has spread 
clear from West Texas to the Mis­ 
sissippi, and has planted flourishing 
colonies all the way to Florida. 
This in spite of the fact that many 
Texas cowboys carry ,22’s to shoot 
armadillos on sight; that the animal 
is hunted as “poor man's p o rk ” ; and 
that it Is killed by the thousands 
for its beautiful bony outside sk e l­ 
eton, used to m ake into baskets. 
People 
think the 
armadillo 
is 
harmful. 
Rut 
according 
to E. R. 
Kalmbach, head of the U 
S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service Laboratories in 
Denver, it’s one of the most useful 
of small 
animals. 
It loves grubs, 
cutworms, 
weevils, 
ants, 
termites, 
etc., and eats very few things th at 
man also likes. 
In 
addition, it is one of the most 
picturesque and amazing of all crea­ 
tures, a sort of “believe It nr n o t” 
whimsy of the Creator. 


Can't Survive Cold 
‘f tse American armadillo, the nine- 
banded variety, is a tropical crea­ 
ture and 
will die in 
one or two 
nights’ exposure to a tem perature 
ie low os 50. Its arm o r leaks heat 
rather than conserving it. 
This a r ­ 
mor is a modification of the c r e a ­ 
tu r e ’s skin, like the calluses on your 
hands, although the armadillo’s skin 
has become hard as bone. 
Inside this nine-banded tank, the 
bands telescoping and connected by 
flexible tissue so that the armadillo 
can curl up or stretch, is an animal 
about the size of a rockchuck, with 
rough and scaly skin 
covered 
by 
coarse hairs where it is not protect­ 
ed by shell. 
The 
armadillo 
has small 
blunt 
teeth set far back In the mouth u n ­ 
der his long snout, 
It has strong 
curved claws that can make the dirt 
fly like a bulldozer— it can dig it­ 
self out of sight in soft ground in a 
few seconds. It can run much faster 
than y o u ’d think. 
Cruising along like a baby tank 
looking for food, grunting or groan­ 
ing softly to itself as it digs, the 
’dill is as intent on its own affairs 
b s an absent-minded professor. 
In 
soft ground, It may plow so deep 
that its eyes are covered 
You can 
tiptoe up close and even touch it. 


Leaps Straight Up 
But w hen it finally becomes aware 
of you it. leaps ludicrously straight 
up in the air like a Keystone cop, 
end then takes out. Kalmbach tells 
of pursuing one over open ground 
for 
IOO 
yards. 
The ’dillo outdis­ 
tanced him and dodged swipes of the 
shov< I as It ran. 
Theodore Roose­ 
velt tells of seeing an armadillo in 
Brazil that doubled straight hack 
through a pack of hounds, with the 
estoni.shed dogs slithering off in su c­ 
cession like straight- armed tacklers, 
sc that the ’dillo got away. 
This straight-up jum p of the a r ­ 
madillo serves it ill in modern times. 
Thousands are killed annually 
at 
night on Texas highways, and the 
b ro k e n -in shell indicates the beastie 
was resting quietly minding its own 
busine ss and 
might have escaped, 
had it not tx en alarmed by the car’s 
noise and jumped straight up. 


Burrows Everywhere 
The 
armadillo 
burrows 
every­ 
where, or takes refuge in natural 
caves and crevices. It will have a 
central nest, and a maze of escape- 
burrows. If it is caught outside its 
burrow, its smooth arm or enables 
it to dash through mesquite, thorn- 
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bushes, blackberry bushes, etc., in a 
m anner very discouraging to its p u r­ 
suers. But it usually curls up d u r ­ 
ing the day, exploring at night.

the soil can be heard by the trained 
’dillo-hound, which will listen in­ 
tently and then start digging sev­ 
eral feet away. It also has a definite 
musky odor that reveals its pres­ 
ence.

It’s a heavy little animal, heavier 
than water. But nature has looked 


bhibious ta n k. 


to that, too. lf a creek is narrow, the 
armadillo just wades across on the 
bottom, no m atter how deep. If it 
is wide, the animal simply pumps 
itself full of air in repeated gulps, 
and swells up as tight and round— 
and as b uo y a n t—as a football. 
It 
holds the air in by some valve a r ­ 
rangement 
the 
scientists 
hav en ’t 
fully figured out yet, and can swim 
for long stretches. 
Its arrangements for propagation 
are unique, too. The love life of the 
armadillo occurs in the- summer, but 
the young a re n ’t born until March. 
It. has been discovered that sperm 


and ovum lie dorm ant until about 
November, w hen the young start de­ 
veloping. 


A lw ays Four Babies 


And the re are always exactly four 
bailies, always of the same sex — 
cither four little boy armadillos, or 
four little girl armadillos. They are 
identical quadruplets formed from 
the same egg. 
The armadillo gets blamed for a 
lot of destruction 
he 
doesn’t 
do, 
Kalm bach has concluded after stu d­ 
ying tin- content of several hundred 
armadillo stomachs. These contents 
consisted almost entirely of grubs, 
w ire v. onus, etc. A coyote may have 
robbed a quail’s nest; a 
band 
of 


sheep may have trampled it. Along 
comes Senor Armadillo, leaving a 
trail a yard wide, and gets all the 
bl; nu . 
Kalmbach rolled hens’ eggs right 
across the paths of cruising arm adil­ 
los, who sniffed at them in c u r io u s l y 
and went on. He and his associates 
w a t c h e d ninety-thn e quails’ nests 
throughout, the nesting season, and 
never found one destroyed by an 
armadillo. 
Flesh G o o d to Eat 
The armadillo’s flesh is white aud. 
pork-like and is not bad eating at 
all— that is, if the scent glands near 


the tail are removed. In the depress 
sion years when it was easily caught 
meat and free, thousands of familiei 
learned to Ike it. In Texas, a 4-H 
Girls’ Club made the canning of 
armadillo meat a home .service proj­ 
ect one year. 
Armadillos are easily kept aliv# 
if kept warm, given a pile of straw 
to hide in 
and such food as eggs, 
meat scraps, bone and fish meal, 
bread soaked in milk, earthworms, 
grub, etc

w ater had barred caltlem en from 
the Plains. The Indians w ere finally 
placed on reservations and the buf­ 
faloes w'ere slaughtered. A few bold 
men drove their herds into the P a n ­ 
handle in the 1370s. O thers followed 
and thus began a new epoch in the 
industry. 
Col. Charles Coodnight e.stablish- 
ed the first large ranch in the P an ­ 
handle in 1876. 
He later experi­ 
m ented with crossbreeding buffaloes 
and Shortliorris. calling the product 
‘‘cattaloes,” but the 
anim al 
thus 
produced was unsatisfactory. A few 
‘‘natlaloes” are still seen on Pan- 
t>anfllc ranches, but they are k*'pt 
chiefly as curiositie.s. 


W indm fH s and W a te r 


W ater liad always becji a prob­ 
lem on the Plains. Windmili.s solved 
this diflicully. 
In the early days, gra.ss was free 
and th(" only property ranchers ow n­ 
ed was horses 
and 
cattle. 
Each 
rancher claimed grazing rights for 
a.'' much land as he (ould use 
Al- 
thoiigii tlv'y had no title lo their 
so-called holditigs. ranchm en were 
w illing to cr.force tfmir claims with 
six-shooter.s. 
'Fhe period from the early ’70.'^ to 
about 1885 was ibe heydey of the 
'I'exas cat!toman of the pioneer era. 
All he needed to start a thriving 
business was a .few (;ows. In 1882 
tlierc began a ru.sh lo tile range; m ea 
flocked lo 7'exas from ail parts of 
the world lo buy rancli.es, lured by 
tales of big, quick profits. English 
earhs became cattle barons. This n' 
why Hie Panliandle of Texas is a 
predom inantly Anglo-Saxon section. 
N aturally, such conditions could 
not last. The bubble burst in 1885. 
A 
drought 
on 
badly-overstocked 
land had tragic consequences. One 
ran cher left 15,000 head of cattle 
dead on the parched range. There 
w as a rush to dispose of the herds, 
prices tum bled and m any ranchers 
w ere bankrupt. Those w ho survived 
saw that a new day had dawned in 
th e cattle business. The range had 
to be conserved and this m eant It 
had to be fenced. To be fenced It 
h ad to be owned. 


Barbed W ire Invented 


Following the invention of barbed 
w ire in 1874, sample fences w ere 
built in m any parts of the State. 
R ange animals soon learned to r e ­ 


spect these barriers and the new ­ 
fangled fences wtvre rapidly adopted 
by Texa.s cattlemen, In 1884, the 
tK'mcndous XIT Ranch enclosed 3,- 
050,000 acres. 
When 
tilt' 
large 
ranches 
w ere 
fenced, complication.s arose. 
Many 
had enclosed State school lands or 
property belonging to the railroads, 
for surveys had not been the order 
of the day. Tiiore was a continua­ 
tion of the strife can.sed earlier by 
lim “ nesters”-—the ranchm an’s nam e 
for the farmers-—when they fenced 
their small holdings. 
T’he i ’ence-Cutting 
War 
was 
a 
storm y interlude in tile cattle in 
dustry. This conflict iietween lh# 
cattle kings on one side, and the 
farmers and sheep ranchers on the 
other, brought bloodshed ffom 1874 
imtil 1884, v/hen a law against fence- 
eulting w as passed. It was made il­ 
legal to carry plier.s or w ire -c u t­ 
ters. During Hie “w a r” ranchers o r­ 
ganized. for their protect ion, 
th* 
Stork Raiser.s As.sociation of Nortti- 
west h'exas, winc h today is the 'Tex­ 
as and Southw estern ( ’attle Raisers 
Association. 
Ranchers who had fences needed 
less help to handle their h*Tds; the 
great tracts were divided into pas­ 
tures, and gras.s w'a.s conserved by 
range rotation. 'The herds were sejj- 
orated into breeding groups and b e t­ 
ter stock was produced. Thus the 
longhorn ,,tc(‘r was doomc'd. m aking 
way for a better aniruai. Within a 
F( w years longhorns were s<i searcn^ 
thai zoos collected them. 


Lonid Becomes Vafu cble 
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As (he farm ers advanced west- 
w'ard 
across 'I’c^xu.s, ranchers sud 
denty found their land valuable arid 
sold it. or they found themselves 
crowded, and moved. 
'File trails-Pecos region and 
the 
extreme w estern plains became the 
cow m an’s stronghold. Her.^ Hie in ­ 
dustry still thrives. In 1906 the peak 
of production was reached with 9,- 
500,000 head of cattle. By 1919 th* 
num ber had decreased to 5,818,000. 
An abrupt increase was shown from 
1930-35, chiefly becaii.se of the r e ­ 
duction of cotton acreage. W hereas 
in the days of the open range all 
cattle w ere range-fed, the intro d u c­ 
tion of barbed w ire necessitated th* 
increasing practice of forage feed­ 
ing, and w ith lim ited range facili­ 
ties in large areas, m any ranchm en 
have turned to raising their ow n 
forage crops. This circumstance ha* 
resulted in the new er type of ran ch ­ 
er
